To  plant,  dig  a  hole  6  inches  deep,  lay  the  tuber  flat  on  the  bottom  with  the 
eye  pointing  up,  and  cover  with  3  inches  of  dirt.  Fill  up  rest  of  the  hole  later, 
after  the  plant  comes  up.
